IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Among the de- 


cisions of the Supreme Court announced 
yesterday was that of the Exchange Na- 
tional Bank of Pittsburgh against the Third 
National Bank of New York, being an ac- 
tion in error appealed from the Circuit Court 
of New Jersey. The Pittsburgh bank sent 
eleven unaccepted drafts on Walter M. 
Conger, Secvetary of the Newark Tea- 
Tray Company, dated at various times 
within three months, and transmitted to the 
New York Bank as drafts on the Tea-Tray 
Company. la sending them to a Newark 
hank for collection the New York bank 
recognized them as drafts on the company. 
Censer refused to give acceptance of them 
as Secretary of the company, and in lieu the 
bank took his individual acceptance, but 
failed to give ttie Pittsburgh bank notice 
of that fact until after the first draft had 
matured. Meantime the drawers and one 
indorser had become insolvent The court 
holds that the New York bank is liable to 
the Pittsburgh bank fer the negligence of 
the Newark bank and remands the case for 
a new trial, the New Jersey court having 
failed in its decision which found for the 
defendant in a suit against the Newark 
bauk. 


Another decision of interest is in the case 


of Lawrence Hart against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company to recover damages for 
the loss of five horses shipped in a chattered 
car. Hart had signed a shipper's bill in 
which he acknowledged the payment of a 
freight rate on the basis of valuation of 
S300 a hoad for his horses, or of 51,200 
for a chartered car. By the negligence 
of tlrti company's employes 
the horses 


were 
lost, and in bis suit for 
rlam- 


ases Hart offered to show that tliev 
were raeo-horses, and were valued at 
525,000, for which amortnt he demanded 
damages. The lower court held that his 
signature to the shipper's bill, in which ho 
gave a valuation of his horses for the pay- 
ment ol trelght, estopped him from proving 
any other value, or from placing upon the 
company a liability greater than tlint for 
wlrMi it had been compensated. 
Hart was 


given a iudenient fur 51.200. the valuation 
of a chartered-par lot of horses.

It Is* to Abolish October Elections In That 


State. 


0., Nov. 25.— The Columbus 


Board of Trade has taken up the subject 
of abolishing the October election in Ohio 
on the ground that such an election in 
Presidential years concentrates the atten- 
tion of the Nation upon this State. In-

Boards of Trade in Ohio cities have also 
taken the matter up, and there is quite a 
boom in favor of the movement, which is an 
outgrowth of the experience during the 
campaign lately ended, the effect of which 
upon business has been very deleterious.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


Flames Bii4 Water Cause S1OO.OOO Dam- 
ages In a Chicago Paper 'Warehouse- 
Other Blar.es. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 35.—Fire broke out about 


nine o'clock last evening in the five-story 
brick building at 183 Monroe street It 
originated in the basement and the elevator- 
shaft acting as a flue, the flames were burst- 
ing from the roof before it was discovered. 
Great difficulty was experienced by the fire- 
men hi reaching the flames. The work was 
accomplished from the outside, as the build- 
ing was so full of smoke that it was impossi- 
ble to enter it By hard labor the flames were 
gotten under control before the building 
had been damaged to any great extent 
The building was occupied on the base- 
ment first and fifth floors by the Chicago 
Paper Cumpany, whose loss by fire and 
water will reach about $80,000, which is 
nearly covered by insurance. Losses sus- 
tained by parties occupying the remaining 
portions of the building bring tho total loss 
up to about 5100,000. During the progress 
of the tre Chief Peter Schnur, of the Sixth 
Batalliou, fell down the elevator-shaft from 
the third floor to the basement, receiving 
Injuries which will likely prove fetal. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—The church edifice of 


the Congregational society at Evanston, 
north of this city, was destroyed by fire Sun- 
day nrght The loss is about $25,000. There 
is an insurance of 818,500. 


WAYNESBERG. Pa., Nov. 25.—This place 


was visited by a disastrous conflagration 
yesterday. 
The fire started in SlcCal- 


lum's drug store, and the flames rapidly 
spread to Sprague's grocery store, Lippin- 
cott's lirjnor store and billiard saloon and 
the Independent office, all of which were 
destroyed. The loss is estimated at $25,- 
000.
